DOM ESTIC VEITS. 


C o n g ressio n al. 
Vv ashington, February 28:h.—Ia th9 Sen­ 
ate this momiag Edmunds, from the Com­ 
mittee on Judiciary, reported adversely the 
House bill to provide for the restoration to 
citizenship of such citizens of the United 
States as have become naturalizad citizens of 
Great Britain. 
A mesrnge '.vas received announcing tbe 
names cf the House conferees on the internal 
revenue and tariff bills. 
The Senate resumed consideration of the 
bill to give increased pensions to one-armed 
and cne-lsgged soldiers, and tbe bill as 
amended was passed. 
Allison reported the sundry civil bill, and 
said he would call it up to-morrow. 
After an executive session the Senato ad­ 
journed. 
In the House, immediately after the read­ 
ing of the Journal, Kandall rose and declined 
service upon the Conference Committee ou 
tariff revision. 
Morrison of Illinois was ap- 
poioted by the Chair to fill the vacancy, hut 
he defined ; also Tucker of Virginia. 
Tbe 
Speak9r then took the matter under consider­ 
ation. 
, 
The House then went into Committee of 
the Whole on the state of tbe Unios, and 
after a brief contest in regard to the respect­ 
ive claims for precedence of the deficiency 
bill aud the river and haiber bill, the consid­ 
eration of the latter measure was resumed. 
After a leogthy discussion by paragraphs of 
the amendments, the committee rose inform­ 
ally, and after the appointment of Spser of 
Georgia as conferee on the tariff bil', to fill 
the vacancy caused by Rar.dall’s declination, 
resumed its session. 
A fter the amendments were lost the com­ 
m ittee rose, and Page said he would ask the 
House to sit the bill out to-night. 
In tbe evening the House resumed, in 
Committee of the Whole, consideration of the 
river and harbor bill. 
M uch confusion pre­ 
vailed in tbe chamber, and but little progress 
was made on the bill. 


The Turlflf B ill. 
W a s h in g to n , February 28tb.—The best 
ofju ion obtainable to-night is almost unani­ 
mous that tariff revision is dead for th ’B ses­ 
sion. 
Ex-Speaker K andall is the only promi­ 
nent man on 6¡ther side < f the House who 
does not privately adm it this, 
Kandall thinks 
the bill can yet be pas-:ed. 
The delay in get­ 
ting the Conference Committee together, when 
every moment if time is of „uch value, and 
the fact th at the conferees from both Houses 
are instructed on points which m ust be set­ 
tled before the main subject is reacr.e1, mili­ 
tate against the chances of tbe bill. 
The 
House yesterday instructed its conferees to 
consider the constitutional objection to the 
origination of tariff measures by the Senate, 
and tbs latter body to-day ins'ructed its con­ 
ferees, if they beevme advised th at the House 
conferees were acting under any limitation, to 
retire from the conference. 
W ith these in­ 
structions the committee meets to-night, and 
all speculation as to the tariff waits upon tbe 
first report of progress from them.

A cutting remark by Ingorsoll to the wit­ 
ness caused an angry passage between the 
connsel, duriDg which Merrick spoke of In- 
gersvll as “ a puppy,” and lngersoll, bis face 
red with anger, called Merrick “ a dirty dog,” 
at the same time involuntarily picking up a 
heavy inkstand. 
The Court finally restore! crJer. 
It waa 
greatly shocked and outraged. 
M enick began to explain tbat he had been 
provoked beyond endurance, but the Court, 
interiupting him, said : “ The language was 
inexcusable under any provocation.” Mer­ 
rick expressed his sorrow.

Shawnf.etown (111), February 23th.—The 
worst is over here. 
Tho town is oa awful 
scene of de.-olation. 
Great gaps are left by 
houses swept away. 
In one addition four 
solid blocks of dwellirgs have entirely d'sip- 
peared.

NEW LY 
DEBATED. 


In the North American Review Henry 
Gcerge has a paper on the use oí money in 
elections. 
There is an absence of the in­ 
genuity th at 
usually characterizes the 
papers of this versatile and capable writer, 
who has the courage to speak his convic­ 
tions. 
Instead of analyzing the political 
question, he bemoans the undenied cor­ 
ruption, and exhibits very strongly his 
partisan feeling. The subject is a trite one, 
but the opportunity was afforded him for 
handling it in a new and interesting man­ 
ner. 
Mr. George recites that large sums 
are spent to Becure offices th at return in­ 
adequate rewards ; th at in agricultural 
districts, as well as in city wards, votes are 
openly on the market ; that in some sec­ 
tions the vote of an entire district is for 
sale, and th at these practices are sadly 
demoralizing. 
Of all this every one was 
before aware, and by his statem ents Mr. 
George adds nothing to the impressiveness 
of ths facts. 
We look in vain through his 
essay for a remedy for the evil th at is 
worthy ta be considered as a corrective. 
That our system brings money into politics 
is true ; th at rich meD, w ith no other 
qualifications, aspire to political honors, is 
true ; th at ring managers select the heads 
of tickets, and th at voters have little choice 
save as between these, is true. 
All this, 
if 
it 
needed 
to 
be 
told, 
we 
had 
from 
the 
scholarly 
and forcible 
Professor 
WincheU 
a 
month 
prior 
to 
Mr. 
George, 
on 
the 
same 
page 
he now fills, and in a manner th at was 
forcible and effective—a m arked contrast 
to the very ordinary effort now under con­ 
sideration. 
Before either WincheU or 
George, the press of the country had thor­ 
oughly discussed the subject. 
In this 
journal it has been a topic upon which we 
have earnestly and frequently dwelt. The 
country lacks nothing in the line of infor­ 
mation as to the uses of money in politics 
and the serions menace th at nse constitutes 
to republican institutions. 
Prof. W mchell 
points out w hat he believes a specific for 
the ills, in a limitation of the right of suf­ 
frage to the virtuous and intelligent. 
Mr. 
George, on the contrary, would apply a 
lotion th at may alleviate, but canuot be 
deemed remedial. 
His plan is, in short, to 
throw some additional safeguards about the 
secresy of the ballot to assure the inde­ 
pendence of the voter ; to have all ballots 
printed by the State, and these to contain 
the names of all candidates as registered 
officially by all who desire to “ ru n ” for 
office ; to prohibit torchlight and other po­ 
litical processions; to punish for intro­ 
ducing the grog-shop into politics ; to 
bare halls for public political discussions 
furnished by towns and precincts for use of 
candidates at cost. 
This synopsis fairly 
covers the essential features of bis entire 
plan, which is not original (as several of 
its features have been tried by different 
countries, as he points out), and which, 
while containing 
valuable 
suggestions, 
does not probe the political sore to the bot­ 
tom, or promise a healing. 
As between 
the plans of W inchell and George, th at of 
the former is far preferable. 
I t strikes at 
the root of the evil, and the only question 
at all deeply involved in it, perhaps, is one 
of accomplishment. 
But Mr. George sug­ 
gests methods for avoidance and defeat by 
the unscrupulous, and means for the oon- 
duct of campaigns and elections, to be de­ 
feated by the forces th at make political 
management a business. 
In short, Mr. 
George’s paper is but a reindictment for 
old offenses, with the counts formulated in 
a style a little more lugubrious than usual. 
In so far as the paper invites to and aggra­ 
vates public discussion of this im portant 
question it has value, for out of its consid­ 
eration by the thinking masses we shall see 
arise, sooner or later, a system th at will 
abolish the abases which unquestionably ex. 
ist, for we are by no means disposed to 
join in the croaking of Mr. George and his 
fellow-prophets, th at 
“ we are driving 
toward oligarchy and Ca=arism in a new 
form.” 
We have ulcers on the body poli­ 
tic and evils that must be corrected ; but a 
republican form of government will rise 
equal to them and a democracy be pre­ 
served, or else our civilization is a failure.

of a train at a station and was by the train 
left—nevertheless, the company offers to 
make good his trivial damage. In the next, 
it is shown th at the rates between points 
in the central sections of the State and 
abont the bay of San Francisco are not ex­ 
orbitant, as was charged, but' are as reas­ 
onable and as low as is consistent with the 
present cost of operation. 
In the remain­ 
ing cases the principle is pointed cut, as sn 
answer, which always has and always will 
prevail, th at the competitive rate between 
terminal points is not, never was and never 
can be the proper standard for the value of 
services rendered between interm ediate 
points not in competitive relations with 
other places or competitive lines. 
Lastly, 
that there are liu?g on which steamer rates 
between given points are lower than by rail 
between the same points, for large’ and 
small lots alike, and for the very good 
reason that, under the Constitution, when 
the transporter lowers his rates for Bmall 
lots to the competitive points he is com­ 
pelled to afford intermediate places in the 
same direction, though not enjoying com­ 
petitive advantages, all the advantages ac­ 
cruing to the competitive points, and as 
such rates are not the true measure of 
value of the service, the railroad freighter 
is compelled to yield the through traffic to 
his water competitor—a law, by the way, 
as cruel and unjust as it is discriminating 
and in violation of true business principles.

T he th ird annual rep o rt of th e R ailroad 
Com m Usion Is now being issued from the 
S tate P rin tin g Office. 
I t is a volum e of 
about 600 pages, and is signed by M essrs. 
Cone and B eerstecber, G eneral Sionem sn 
having resigned after his election to th e office 
of G overnor. 
I t it to be regretted th a t G en­ 
eral S tonem an did not deem th e subject of 
tran sp o rtatio n of sufficient im portance either 
to sign th e rep o rt of his colleagues or to give 
a reason why he could not do so. 
T he discussion of the problem of railroad 
tran sp o rtatio n by th e tw o rem aining Com ­

and tha*, as the elem ents are variable, the 
charges m ust be varied, according to the cir­ 
cum stances of each case.” 
l ’hÍ3 is th e experience of every R ailroad 
Com m iarion th a t has been created. 
T he a t­ 
tem p t to establish an inflexible relation be­ 
tw een Bhipper and carrier has alw ays failed 
of its object, and is the real cause of_ th e al­ 
leged antagonism betw een pro d u ctim and 
tran sp o rtatio n w henever such a sta te of af­ 
fairs has existed. 
I t is the law th a t creates 
the antagonism , and w hen the relation be1 
tw een carrier an d shipper is not interfered 
w ith by attem p ted legislation, the question 
w ill ad ju st iteelf in accordanco w ith n atu ral 
com m ercial laws, to th e satisfaction of both 
parties. 
T he Com m issioners have investigated the 
causes cf the troubles in som e of th e W estern 
S tates a few years ago, and find alm ost w ith­ 
o u t exception th a t the endeavor to enforce 
inflexible statute?, regardless of conditions 
and circum stances, w as the principal reason 
for those difficulties. 
In the m atter of re­ 
ducing rates th e Com m icsioners have found 
th a t m ore could bo accom plished by am icable 
interposition th an by arb itrarily establishing 
a reduced m axim um . 
T h ü is the universal 
experience w herever governm ental anpervis- 
ion has be6n tried. 
In the discharge of th eir duties the Com ­ 
m issioners have endeavored to see th a t the 
rates charged were ju st and reasonable. 
T his 
the shipper and carri?r both are entitled to. 
T he volum inous tables of reductions in the 
appendices w ill show to w h at extent the 
Com m ission has been instrum ental in bring­ 
ing about this result. 
T oe C om m isiioners 
have searched th e reports of th e R oyal Com ­ 
m issions of E ngland and B oard of T rade of 
L iverpool for precedents to guide them in 
th eir stu d y of this in tricate subject, and find 
therein reason and full j nstification for the 
conservative policy w hich th ey them selves 
have pursued. 
T he subject of “ discrim ination” 
is so 
thoroughly and clearly discussed th a t there 
is little left of w hat has been deem ed by p ar­ 
tisan new papera and speakers a ‘’crying 
evil.” 
S urely those who have endeavered to 
m ake political capital out of a judicious dis­ 
crim ination in regulating transportation rates 
have shown th a t they we-e lacking in th a t 
faculty w hich w ould enable them to ju d i­ 
ciously distinguish betw een different things 
C om petition and n atu ral conditions sro the 
causes of the discrim ination betw een p'aoee, 
and no discrim ination under Bimilar circum ­ 
stances betw een individuáis has been brought 
to th e notice of th e Board. 
T he subject of local rite s and class’«¡ration 
of freight are treated in a m anner to convince 
any reasonable person th a t a judicious classi­ 
fication of freights is a great and nece sary 
elem ent in overcom ing m ;n y discrim inations 
which aie the íesu lt of n atu ral conditions. 
A careful review < f the t A le i and statistics 
given in th e appendices w ill be of g reat ser­ 
vice in dispelling the m ist th a t hag bean 
throw n before the eyes of the public by poli­ 
tician?, for selfish purposes. 
P oliticians gen­ 
erally are not large shippers or ex'easive trav ­ 
elers, and y et th ey have m uch m ore to say 
about the wrongs of the people than anybody 
else. 
B u t the responsible governm ent author­ 
ity over transp r.atio n finds the real shippers 
are not th e com plainants. 
T he chapter on 
in terstate com m erce is exhaustive upon th a t 
subject. 
T he crm plicatiorm th a t m ust n a tu r­ 
ally arise betw een the F ederal and S tate 
law s iu relation to rates 
are clearly and 
pointedly presented. 
T he reasons 
given 
ought to be sufficient to cause Congress to 
h esi'ate before experim enting npcn a policy 
which w ill eventually cause m ore dissatisfac­ 
tion to shippers and producers, as w ell as 
carrier», th an to let the subject alone, and the 
n atu ral law s g o v crn iig transportation to reg­ 
u late them selves. 
T o m e re ly to u c h u p o n th e v ario u s su b jects 
diecussed iu th e re p o rt is all th a t can h ere be 
a tte m p te d . 
T o e v ery c an d id business m an 
th e re p o rt, it w o u ld seem , w ill crm m e n d 
itself, because it discusses th e su b jec ts in 
th e ir v ario u s p h ases 
fro m a co m m ercial 
s ta n d p o in t a n d in a p ra c tic il w ay . 
T n e ex ­ 
te n t of th e “ p u b lic u s e ” of p riv a te p ro p ­ 
e rty , as sh o w n b y th e C om m issioners, w ill 
sugge= t to e v ery one w hose d ealin g s a re w ith 
th e p u b lic, th a t, e x ce p t fo r ta x a b le purposes, 
o r in Fome g re a t p u b lic em erg en cy , su ch a? 
w ar, fam in e or p estilen ce, p riv a te o w n ers can 
m an ag e such p ro p e rty m u ch m ore econom ic­ 
ally a n d s a ti fa c to riiy th a n p u b lic ag en ts. 
A fter three years’ c m f u l consideration of 
the transportation problem as presented iu 
this S tate, the Com m iesicn have reached the 
conclusion th a t the ap p aren t inequalities in 
rates are due to c m patilive forces set in mo­ 
tion ia the straggle for com m ercial suprem acy 
a t the great trade renters, and th a t the a t­ 
tem p t to pro h ib it or to regulate these agen­ 
cies by governm ent is an atte m p t to control 
the enterprise of business a t such places.

U n fo rtu n ately th e rep o rt on th e experi­ 
m ental w ork a t th e College of A griculture 
for th e last tw o years, w hich ehcuid have 
been out s une weeks since, w as overtaken in 
th e S tate P rin te r’s office by th e rush of w ork 
atten d an t upon the legislative session, b u t 
th e results as to field experim ents w ith bone 
m eal, os reported by C. H. D w inelle, L ect­ 
urer on Practical! A griculture, can now be 
giveD, and it is believed will be of in terest to 
m any of cu r readers. 
T he statem ent of 
m ethod of m sk irg the experim ent?, and tables, 
are necessarily om itted for w ant of space. 
As is to be expected on an undulating piece 
of land such as tbe one under w here the ex­ 
perim ents were m ade, w ith variety as to ex­ 
posure, depth and com position of soil and 
drainage, there is no uniform ity in th e results 
from th e use of a given fertilizer, 
I n the 
w estern series, plot 4 shows a gain of L76 
tons of hay as com pared w ith th e average of 
3 34 and 4 4A. 
A t $15 per ton tbis giv ts an 
increased value of $26 40 per acre, gained at 
an outlay of $4 87 for bone m eal applied, and 
48 re s ts interest for one year, in all $5 35, 
leaving a balance of $21 05 profit. 
I t cer­ 
tain ly looks as though it paid to keep up the 
fertility of th a t soil. 
T he account w ith thiB plot for three years 
is stated about ae follow s:

T he m ain reason why it show s m ore tffect of 
the bone m eal th an others seem s to be, th a t 
there is m ore m oisture to act as a solvent. 
P lo t 8 does not show any rem arkable gain, 
although it is b etter th an th e average. 
P lo t 10, which w as dreFsed for the first 
tim e w ith bono m eal, gaTe b u t 1.93 tons per 
acre. 
T his is exactly the yield of all th e un­ 
m anured plots in this series. 
T he soil of this 
plot is m ostly very shallow and subject to

do am ount of fertilization is 
lik tly to fores it into great productiveness in 
any ordinary year. 
I a th s eastern series, table I I I ., p lo t 1, of 
w heat, keeps up ita old record of responding 
to good treatm en t by g iv itg an increased crop 
of 0.68 tona of hay per acre, of the value of 
$10 20.

W ith th is allowance, th e bone m eal liaB a 
little m ore th an paid for itself, so th a t any 
increase which it m ay nroduce in the future 
w ill be profit. 
P la t 6, which had form erly 
been dressed w ith gypsum , w ith no m arked 
btnefP , was given a full dressing of bone 
m eal at th e ra te of 600 pounds per acre, cost­ 
ing $9 75, and interest 97 cents, in all $10 72. 
C om paring each one w ith the adjoining plats, 
51 and GJj, having sim ilar soil, we find iu the 
w heat p u t the increased value of the crop is 
$9 15, leaving $1 57 to bo m ade up on the 
next crop, while in the oat p 'at the increased 
value is $11 70, giving a clear profit of $1 04 
the first year. 
A careful review of th s field experim ents 
w ith this fertilizer lead? to the conclusion th a t 
it is adm irably sd c p 'ed for renew ing somo cf 
our soil? which have been im poverished by 
injudicious cropping. 
W e m ay even go far­ 
ther, and say th a t some soils at present giv­ 
ing good crops could be dressed w ith bone 
m eal w ith a very decided increase in th e cat 
profits derived from th eir cultivation. 
V ery 
strik irg ¡¡lustrations of this have been giveu 
in the G arden of Econom ic P lan ts, a t the 
U niversity, which ha3 a black gravelly clay 
loam , quite different in character from the 
clay soil of the ridge on w hich th e above ex­ 
perim ents were m ade. T here, not only cereal?, 
b u t beets, turnip», onions, J e n m le m a rti­ 
chokes. e t c , respond m ost satisfactorily to 
this fertilizer. 
I t is encouraging to note th a t instances of 
the profitable use of bone m eal fcy our prac­ 
tical agriculturists on a variety of soils are 
m ultiply ing. T hus R obert A shburncr, cf Ban 
M ateo county, uses it on th e very light soils 
of his dairy farm on forage crops, m angels 
and m aize, followed th s next year by w heat 
fur hay. 
St me vineyard and orchard owners 
are finding th a t bone m eal is a tonic which 
will keep vices and trees in good heart, so 
th a t th eir fru it shall be abundant and fair. 
W r.en th eir exam ple is m ore generally fol­ 
lowed we shall hear lees of the “ running out 
of varieties” and "ch an g e s of 
clim ate,” 
which render horticulture unprofitable. 
T o be sure th is is all in acsoid*Lce w ith 
tbe teaching of eg rh u liu ra l science as devel­ 
oped io E ngland and E urope, b u t as Califor­ 
nian experience it has its special value. 
I t 
should go far tow ards destroying the some­ 
w hat prevalent idea th a t the n atu ral laws 
which govern vegetable nutrition, and conse­ 
quently profitable farm ing, are d fferent here 
from w hat th ey are in other p arts of the 
w.irld. 
W ith o u t gfin g deeply into the chem istry 
involved, the value of bone m e -1 as a m anure 
m a y b e briefly stated as follow s: T he glue 
and otber anim al m atters furnish nitrogen in 
a quickly available form. 
T he litre in com­ 
bination, although not eo active as th a t from 
the k ilr, U sim ilar to !* in Its effect upon 
vegetable nutrition. 
I t is phosphoric acid, 
however, which gives bone m eal its special 
value th e w orld over, and p articu larly in 
California. 
Som e m ay claim th a t if it be proved th a t 
hone m eal is w hat our lands need to save 
them from bankruptcy, the available supply 
ie far below the large areas to he treated. The 
reply to this i?, th a t there are now two fac­ 
tories in Ban Francisco w here bone m eal íb 
produced ; b u t th a t th ey are not overrun w ith 
orders from w ithin th e S tate is too evident 
from th e following, taken from a recent letter 
from the proprietor cf one of them : “ W e 
aro haviDg a very steady dem and for our for- 
til'zsre, principally from the Sandw ich I s ­ 
lands. 
T hey are used on the cane land? w ith 
good resalts.” 
I t is to bs h ip ed th a t th e tim e is not far 
d istan t w hen the results of the practical ex­ 
perim ents now being m ade by the A gricult­ 
u ral D epartm ent of the S tate U niversity, as 
sho v c in the rep >rt now ia the S tate P rin te r’s 
hand-, will be acted npon by our farm ers and 
producers from the »oil generally, and th a t 
our m anufaclu’-ers of fertilizers will not need 
to tu rn to the far off islands of th e eea to find 
a m ark et for th eir hone m eal and kindred en­ 
riching products, which ehould all, and morp, 
be em ployed in keeping up and im proving 
th e plar t-producing q u ality of the fast de­ 
pleting soil of our own broad fields.

The Board of C ity Trustees m et yesterday 
at 1:30 p. H , for the purpose of making the 
tax levy for the coming fiscal year—present, 
a full Board. 
A communication was received from Daniel 
Meyer, a bondholder, by his attorneys, de­ 
m anding th at the Board levy a tax of 100 
cents on each $100 of taxable property for a 
general tax, and th at the Board cause to be 
paid into the interest and sinking fund 55 
per cent, of the same. 
The communication 
was ordered on file. 
Considerable discussion was then had on the 
bond question between attorneys S. C. Den­ 
son and S. Rosenbaum, and the members of 
the Beard. 
M ayor Brown said th at he was 
in 
favor 
of 
refunding 
the 
whole 
in­ 
debtedness 
to 
January 
1, 
1884, 
at 
62<j cents on tbo dollar, at 4 per cent. 
Attorniea A. I*. Catlin and A . C. Freeman 
were present at the request of the Board, 
and gave a 7erbal opinion th at the Board 
could be compelled by a writ of mandamus 
to levy one per cent, for a general tax, and 
also compel fif y-five per cent, of this to be 
paid into the sinking and interest fund, and 
also compel fifty-five per cent, of the nst city 
receipts to be paid into the same fund. 
Mr. 
C atlin advised the Board to levy tho tax be­ 
fore the first M onday in M arch to prevent 
any question as to the legality of the levy 
being raised. 
The Board then proceeded to make the tax 
levy. 
A fter some discussion, a total levy of 
$1 60 on each $100 of taxable property was 
levied, segregated as follows : 
General tax, 
50; school fund, 30; fire departm ent fund 
(including one cent for the fire departm ent 
bond and interest fund), 2 5 ; levee fund, 1 0 ; 
street repair fund, 5 ; street sprinkling fund, 
10; police fund, 15; library fund, 5 ; Fowle 
bond redemp iun fund, 10. 
Trustee Gutenberger wauled the levy for 
police fund, 14 csnts ; the school fund, 25 
cents; the Fowle bond redemption fund, 7 
cents, and the library fund, 3 cents.

Report on State Prisons— T h e Apportion­ 
ment BUI— The "Drainage Act” claims. 
Both houses of the Legislature held interesting 
sessions yesterday, the Senate spending most of its 
tim e on th e Senatorial apportionm ent bill, and the 
Assembly on the bill to pay claims for work done 
underthe "A ct to Prom ote Drainage.'* 
The Senate m et at 10 a. m., Lieutenant-Governor 
D aggett in the chair. 
Ryan, from the Committee on Corporations, re ­ 
ported tack adveisely S. B. 3:2, relating to insur­ 
ance polici s and w hat they m ust contain and 
specify, and w ithout recommendation S. B. 318, re­ 
lating to contracts of m arine insurance 
Reddy, fr^m the m ajority of the Committee on 
State Prisons, presented a voluminous report, set- 
tirg forth th at the committee had taken 1,137 pages 
of testim ony concerning the management of the 
prison at San Quentin. 
It will give a pretty clear 
idea of the report to s y, in a sum m ary way, th at it 
very strongly and pointedly corroborates and con­ 
firms ali the facts set forth in the report of the 
Special Commission of Inquiry made to the Gov­ 
ernor in 13S1, and supplem ents the same with pome 
items which have either oc.urred since, or were then 
considered of less importance and not dwelt upon. 
The following synopsis gives the leading features of 
the present report of the legislative committee : 
From the evidence taken the committee find that 
the Board of Directors—consisting of A. H. Chap­ 
man, J. H. McNtff, Wallace Everaon, Wm. T. Mc­ 
N utt and A. P. W üitne}, required the Warden of the 
San Quentin Prison and T. C. Pockmau, who was 
appointed Warden of the prison at Folsom, to waive 
their constitutional rights with respect to the ap­ 
pointm ent and discharge of subordinate officers and 
employes in favor of the Directors, as a condition to 
their appointm ent to the offices named, contrary to 
the Constitution, and th at the Directors and W ar­ 
dens afterwards acted upon the bargains thus made. 
That the construction and erection of uhe ju te m anu­ 
factory buildings, the purchase of the machinery 
and the jute, was without authority of law, as the 
cost of the building exceeded >3,000, and no plans of 
s ich building, or bills showing the am ount of the 
different kinds of 
it a erial 
necessary for such 
erections, were subm itted to the Goa ernor, State 
Treasurer and Secretary of State for 
approval 
at 
any 
time. 
That 
the 
Directors 
have 
been 
guilty 
cf 
receiving 
money 
from 
the State for mi): age, t > which they were not 
entitled by law. 
That they received from the State 
$100 per month, contrary to the provisions of the 
Constitution (Section 4 of Article X). 
That D irect­ 
ors Everson, Schell, Chapman and M cNutt received 
from Warden Atr.es articles m anufactured in the 
State Prison, which were charged to said Directors 
and afterward paid for by them , contrary to law. 
That officers of the prison tendered as presents to 
said Directors articles manufactured at the prison. 
T hat lum ber belonging to the State was taken and 
used in building a yacht for Commissary F. G. 
Berry and Clerk J. V. Ellis, and no entry thereof or 
charge therefor was made till after a Committee of 
Inquiry, appointed by Governor Perkins, had un­ 
earthed the fact. That Sir. Berry claimed to have 
delivered certain tpars to the S:ate, the value of 
which does not appear in evidence, but which was 
claimed to be equivalent in value to the lum ber used 
in his yacht. 
That the Directors were informed of 
such facts and th at no entry thereof had been made 
in the books until after the facts w ere disclosed, and 
neither Berry nor Ellis have been icprim anded or 
discharged, notwithstanding their act was a dishonest 
one. 
Tnat W arden Ames had had constructed out 
of Stato m aterial, ami for his own use, a water 
wheel, and th at he had entered no account thereof 
in 
the 
books 
until 
after 
it 
was 
discov­ 
ered. 
That Warden 
Ames violated the 
law* 
by 
taking 
to 
bis 
own 
use 
property 
be­ 
longing 
to 
the 
State, and that his acts in 
so doing were dishonest, and that, notwithstanding 
this, the Directora have failed to reprim and or com­ 
plain of him, and in their so doing, as also in failing 
to lemove Clerk Ellis, they have sanctioned such 
unlawful acts. 
That it is a notorious fact, well 
known to the Directors and W arden Ames, in direct 
violation of the law, a num ber of parties are en­ 
gaged in the business of selling vinous and alcoholic 
liquors within the lim its prescribed by law*, aud that 
no effort ha9 been made to prosecute such jicrsons 
c r to prevent the traffic. That the Directors, in 1882, 
caused to be employed in the ju te factory 28 Chinese 
who were uot convicts, in direct conflict with Sec­ 
tion 3 of Article XIX. of the Constitution, and in so 
doing the Directors and Warden Ames have violated 
their, oaths of office. 
That the Board entered into 
an agreem ent with Degeaer & Co., of San Francisco, 
to supply 250 tons of ju te at $1 20 per ICO pounds, 
and th at the records show th at the State paid there­ 
for at the rate of $4 47 per 100 pounds, but this 
m atter of record W arden Ames explained as a 
clerical error, and was astonished to find such an 
entry on the minutes. 
Clerk Ellis, however, claims 
this was not a clerical error, and th at he had kept 
the m inutei correctly, consequeniy th e committee 
thinks there has been embezzlement by some one. 
That the Directors purchased an engine and bo’lers 
for the ju te factory, and paid therefore the sum of 
817,000 to Prescott, Scott & Co., when bids to furnish 
the necessary engine, were received from the Hisdon 
Iron Works (810,000), Pacific Iron W orks ($7,500), 
Fulton Iron Works (*7,250), and that, such proceed­ 
ings cannot be attributed to hone6t motives. 
That 
W arden Arne4 and Commissary Berry have been 
perm itted to purchase supplies (with the assistance 
of a man named Davis) w ithout advertising, or w ith­ 
ou t any check or lim itation upon their powers, and 
th at the form er two have Detn allowed to sell goods 
and m aterial purchased for the prison use, and to 
carry on a regular business, and to trade and traffic 
in the go >ds ur.d property of the State, w ithout any 
regular supervision on the p a rt of the Directors. 
T hat they have perm itted Warden Ann s, without 
limit, to sell and dispose of goods m anufactured at 
the prisou without advertising and inviting compe­ 
tition between purchasers; that the W arden has 
thus sold large quantities of such goods on credit, 
lh a t the Directors have established a rule allowing 
the sum of ten cents a day to all convicts who per­ 
form faithful labor, and a still higher sum toothers, 
which aggregate at least $24,000 per annum , and 
w ithout authority of law. 
The money thus allowed 
convicts is not paid to them , but they are to receive 
credits on the prism books therefor, and the money 
may be draw n out of the funds of the State by Mr. 
Ames, aud, as testified to by him, 
deposited 
in 
the 
Nevada 
Bank 
in 
his 
own 
name, 
w ith the addition of the word “ Trustee,” which 
would n£t, in the event of the death or tem. 
porar> absence of Mr. Ames, show who are the 
beneficiaries of the trust. 
Reference is made to the 
employment of Mr. Slesser by Mr. Ames to super- 
i intend the furniture f ct< ry, and th at N. P. Cole & 
* Co., of which he was formerly a member, have con­ 
tinued to have manufactured to their orders and 
plans all fur ilure, notwithstanding their contract 
with the State has ceased, the State having simply 
received what it had to pay out for free labor and 
the cost of convict labor, and other dealers have 
been prevented from competing with Cole & Co. for 
t e labor a t San Quentin, and the Directors and 
W arden Ames have thus allowed Cole & Co. a m o­ 
nopoly. 
1 he oame condition of affairs exists as re­ 
gards the harness factor}', tu b and pail factory and 
all other departm ents operated unuer the contract 
system. 
In the purchase of clay lands for brick- 
m aking the Directors exceeded the authority con­ 
fided in them by the State, and failed to make any 
record of their official acts or those cmplo}ed by 
them in the purchase of said lands. 
The Board and 
W arden Ames have failed to keep copies of business 
correfpoudtnce of the utm ost importance, n viola­ 
tion of law, and it is very di.ubtful if a single legal 
order can be found in the entire records of the 
Board. 
In conclusion, the committee find3 th at the 
Directors of the Prisuus have been grossly negligent 
in the performance cf the duties assigned them , and 
th at they have violated nearly every section of the 
law made for their governm ent, and th at their 
whole c urse is reprehensible audjdeserving of con­ 
demnation. 
The report was ordered printed, and copies of the 
report aud testim ony ordered sent to the Governor. 
Whitney gave notice th at he would at an early 
date subm it a m inority report. 
Vrooman moved to rec nsider the vote by which 
the oleomargarine bill was passed. 
On motion of Del Ye lie the motion was laid upon 
the table.

The Assembly messages were taken up and vari­ 
ous bills were referred to committees 
i n motion of Lynch, A. B. 35G, legislating the 
H arbor Commissioners out of office, was read a first 
tim e out of its order. 
The Senate then took up Flynn’s bill, dividing the 
State into Senatorial districts, the question being 
upon W hit'.ev’s am endm ent changing the shape of 
the districts in Alameda county. 
The am endm ent was lost by a strict party vote, 
except Wolfskill and Cox, who voted for the am end­ 
ment. 
W hitney offered another am endm ent, which m et 
the same fate.

The Senate reassembled at 2 p. m., Johnson of So­ 
noma in the chair. 
McClure rose to a question of privilege in regard 
to a report published in the E xam iner. That paper 
had charged him with obstructing legislation and 
opposing the oleomargarine bill, 
lie said that, on 
the contrary, he had voted to suspend the rules to 
t ke up the bill, bad advocated it and voted for it. 
Vrooman also took exception to the same article, 
saying th at he had opposed the bill in question in 
good faith, because he believed it to be clas3 legisla­ 
tion of the worst kind.

B. 308 (known as the Barrv corporation b ill); th at 
it be sent to the Committee ou C rpo rat ions, and 
th at comnr ttee report it back at 10 o’clock to-oay 
He stated, in support of the resolution th at it had 
been conaidered by the Committee on Judiciary and 
the resuit was a tie vote.

P ro c e e d in g s in the L egl.latnre. 
Tecs ON, February 2 8*.—A Star special 
frcm Prescott says: Snyder presented a bill 
to establish a border patrol, cons.etirg of fif­ 
teen mer, each to furnish his own horse and 
ou’fib and receive §75 per month ; the cap­ 
tain’s pay to bs §100 per month, and ‘be force 
to be appointed and under tie control of the 
Supervisors cf Pima and Cocfcise counties. A 
bill was Introduced to make the Recorder of 
Ynma county cx officio Cierk cf the Board of 


Supervisors. The bill to fund the debt of 
Gi:a county was passed. The bill authoriz­ 
ing Graham county to issue bonds for build­ 
ing and furnishing ths Court-house and jail 
was passid. Th? bill taxing the net proceeds 
of mines, with amendments, was referred to 
a select committee, consisting of one member 
from each county. The militia bill was 
made the special order for to-morrow, and 
read the third time. Tho bill to reimburse 
Professor Cburch for expenses incurred at 
the Denver Exposition was lost, 
ih e bill 
authorizing Maricopa county to issue bonds 
to erect a hospital was referred to the Msri- 
copa delegation. The bill to encourage the 
building of the Prescott Thirty-fifth Parallel 
Railroad was referred to the Committee on 
Corporation. 
Ia the Council Hughes’ bill was p:s<ed, 
forbidding tho sale of aims and ammunidon 
to Indians, provi ing fcr not less than §100 
nor more than §300 fioe, or imprisonment for 
not les3 thi.n sixty days or more than six 
months, or both. Toe provisions of this Act 
do not apply to persons sellicg arms or am­ 
munition in Yuma or Maricopa cmnties to 
tho Papago Indians. The Judiciary Com­ 
mittee introduced a bill regulating the fees of 
county and precinct officers. A resolution to 
print 503 cof i is of tie laws ot the tenth and 
eleventh Legislatures was passed 
The bill 
making County Treasurers ex ifficio Tax 
Collectors, providing that they shall enter 
upon their duties on the 1st of January. 1885, 
was passed. The bid authorizing the Council 
of the city of Ptoeoix to levy a license tax on 
Chinese wash-houses was passed.
